1* J^ormation >ras released recently In Argentina which stated that the InYestlgatlxig 
CoomieslOQ In Cordoba bad produced interesting details concerning the activities of 
P£ai0it4is prot4g4, the foroer hazi flying ace. Colonel HANS UHIiXCH RUQEL* 

2* From infonaaAyn available there are indications that RUOEL entered Argentina under 
the name of EUAI^^YRH and signed a contract with I»A*iio£* (Industrias Aeronautlcae y 
Mecanicas del Bsd^do j where he received a large salary but ^d no work* . Ihforiaation 
from Cordoba police files indicates that he later resumed his real name* 

3« Thisr Investigating Comoission has supposedly published a series of letters received 
from Aroian Nasi leaders urging RUQEL to return and take over the leadership of the 
Nazi movement in Germany* The last letter^ according to this information, voices 
anxiety about RUDKL'b services after the 16 June revolution and states "your friends 
hare see you already at the head of the aroy fighting for Sr* PERCH or in cosmuuid of 
the Argentine Air Force." 

4* The most interesting informatioi^roduced by this Investigating Commission Is be^ 
lieved to be a letter by Sir former leader of the British Fascist Party, 

addressed to exrgeneral PSiON on 2 January 1955 ^ which he writes* 

"Tour Rxcellency, X have the honour to write to you in coiujectlon with my 
^ friend Colonel H* U. RUDhX to beg you to again have the kindness of sending 
him to £orope as soon as possible* 

"Several of us have the impression that his essence in iiiurope la of the 
-greatest value for the maintenance of the position of Gemany and the whole 
of £urope against the dangers that now threaten* 

"Confidence can always be had in him to sustain with ability and energy the 
.true values of clvilizatloni so much furthered by the work done by f*R*".

From a different source it was reported that in approximately Narch of 1953 Colonel | 
IrUDSL attended a gathering of (.former Nazis in 3iuttgart, Germany, where a number of 
‘speeches were made by former Ne.zi officers who were antl-UoS. and generally follow the 
cOfliBUnlst doctrine* ^'very good supporter of RUDRL, VOn REICH134AL, a brother of the* 
German Field RBXCKSHAL, was one of the principal speakers at this meeting* 

Tide contact told repmlng officer that VON HRICUEHAL had worked for the British duringj 
the war in India but after the war had joined up with the coaununist movement* Contact 
stated that after this speech in Stuttgart no further contact was made with VON RRXCH- 
£NAX* and his whereabouts at this time are unknown* Information available seems to in- 
dicate that RUDEL Is possihiy leaving Argentina and going to Russia or to the Eastern 
Zone of Germany in ttm near future* Contact stated that EUDEL had made nuaterous trips 
to Germany and had been living in a very luxurious fashion during his stay in Argentina* 
There are indications that RUDEL ‘a activities here in Argentina could posslt^y have beenk 
financed by the communista* ** ^

sources* Colonel RUDEL is not known by members of this office but ie reported to be 
Ivery aiitmj*S* Inforzaation from Argentine Air Force personnel indicates that RUDEL 
contributed nothing to the Argentine Air Force and is not liked by a great percentage

The part tnhich^read "Argentina, Bant a Fe, Rosario" was chaz^ 
ed to' read "Germany, Bremen, Se6wedsnh6l"» In another part the nationality of the 
individual was confirmed based on the translation of German passport #68«210 belonging
